Dr. Wilson, who spent much of 
his life in America, was an en- 
thusiastic spiritualist and accord- 
ing to friends he was apt to go 
into trances and remain in that 
condition for a long time. “He 
had developed spiritualism to a 
very high plane,” a friend said. 
“‘He had passed beyond the puny 
spirits with whom English spiritual- 
ists say they get in touch, and he 
claimed to make contact with the 
more defined and loftier spirits.” 
The autopsy yesterday disclosed 
that Wilson died Sept. 13. His 
widow refused to talk but his 
friends are not surprised that she 
thought him in a trance.

‘NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—E._ Y. 
Belitzky, vice president and treas- 
urer of the All-Russian Textile 
Syndicate, said today that the syn- 
dicate thad sold wheat short in the 
Chicago market on orders from 
Russia. 

The sales, he said, were intended 
as a usual hedging operation and 
were relatively such a small quan- 
tity that it is evident “they could 
uot appreciably affect the standard 
prices-in view of the fact that the 
turnover of the Chicago Board of 
Trade is from fifty to sixty million 
bushels a day.”’ 

“I must emphatically state that 
the transactions were of a purely 
business nature and were not in- 
tended as manipulation for the pur- 
poses stated in the press,” he de- 
clared. 

Belitzky apparently referred to 
the text of the telegram sent to the 
Chicago Board of Trade last night 
by Secretary of Agriculture Hyde, 
which said “there can be no 
question that this selling has con- 
tributed to the fall in the price of 
wheat and to the injury of Amer- 
ican farmers now engaged in their 
intensive marketing season.” 

‘Hyde’s Estimate Exaggerated.’ 

He said the Secretary's estimate 
that the syndicate had sold 


gerated. ‘He did not know, he said, 
the exact amount, as the sales had 
extended over a considerable pe- 
riod of time during this year. 

Belitzky said he would be glad 
if Secretary Hyde continued his in- 
vestigation and that he was willing 
to co-operate. No representatives 
of the Department of Agriculture 
had conferred as yet with him or 
with any other executives of the 
All-Russian Syndicate, he asserted. 

“The All-Russian Textile Syndi- 
cate is an independent organization 
and not a subsidiary of the Amtorg 
Belitzky said. 
He said, however, that Peter A. 
Bogdanov, chairman of the Board 
of Amtorg, also is a director of the 
All-Russian Syndicate. 

Tells of Other Purchases. 

Referring to hise statement 
which said that during the. six 
years of its existence All-Russian 
Textile Syndicate had purchased in 
this country more than $250,000,- 
000 worth of cotton, Belitzky 
shrugged his shoulders and in his 
broken English said, “There was 
no investigation when we bought 
large quantities of American goods, 
but we sell a little wheat and” 

He left the sentence unfinished and 
gestured with his hands. 

Belitzky denied his company was 
purchasing wheat in Canada, 
was rumored. “We buy only 
this country,’’ he said. 
not traded in any other.”

He 
made inquiry and learned this man 
was a regularly employed enforce- 
ment agent. 

$50 Check Is Returned. 

The $50 check the minister had 
given at this saloon was returned 
by the bank on which ft was 
drawn with the notation “account 
closed.” 

The Rev. Mr. Hunchak was de- 
scribed by the president of his 


congregation as a hard worker, ; 


about 42 years old, with a wife and 
two children. He had been pastor 
of the church four years, coming 
to St. Louis from Madison, Jll. Un- 
der his energetic leadership the 
congregation built a new $45,000 
church but is s-il]l struggling under 
a debt of $25,000. 

To help pay for the church, he 
said, the minister organized and

INQUIRY INTO DEATH 
OF RUTH ALEXANDER 


Coroner Doubts She Crashed 
Plane Deliberately on Learn- 
ing of Bigamous Marriage. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal, Sept. 
Official investigation of the acci- 
dent which ended the life of Ruth 
Alexander at the outset of her pro- 
posed transcontinental. flight 
Thursday is in the hands of Coro- 
ner S. C. Kelly. Before holding the 
inquest, the Coroner discounted a 
theory. that she had wrecked her 
plane deliberately upon learning 
she had gone through a marriage 
ceremony with Robert Elliott, na- 
val reserve flyer, while still the 
wife of another man. A study of 
notes left in her hotel addressed to 
Elliott. and her parents and ques- 
tioning of friends, Kelly said, did 
not support a suicide theory, in his 
opinion. 

Records consulted follewing the 
flyer’s death revealed that Rfth 
Alexander had been married three 
times and divorced only once. She 
was divorced in Richmond, Mo., in 
1926, from Aldon Fanuelson, with 
whom she eloped at Irving, Kan., 
in’ 1925. She married Mac Alex- 
ander, July 9. 1926. He.filed suit 
for divorce two ‘years later, Court 
records at Olathe, Kan., show the 
action is stif pending. An un- 
answered letter in the Court's files 
indicated Ruth Alexander was un- 
der the impression the divorce had 
been granted. She wrote June 2, 
several weeks before her marriage 
to Eliiott, saying she “understood” 
a divorce had been obtained by 
Alexander and requested that pa- 
pers in the case be forwarded. No 
reply whs made to the letter. Miss 
Naomi Ayres, District Court Clerk 
at Olathe, explaining she had de- 
layed answering. intending to send 
a reply after the case had been 
finally settled. 

Ruth Alesander’s marriage to 
Elliott also was unknown to Alex- 
ander and to her parents, Mr. and 
Mra. W. T.. Blaney of Irving, until 
they read about it in news dis- 
patches following ber death.

SHOT BEARS AND 
SEALS FOR FOOD 


Pack Drifted West Faster 
Than They Could Walk 
East—Bursting Floe Scat- 
tered Supplies — Last 
Camp at White Island. 


By the Associated Press. 
STOCKHOLM, Sept. 20.—Frozen 

faded pages, so fragile now after 

33 years that to turn them has 


been almost to destroy them, tell 
the story of the last days of Au- 
guste Salamon Andree, Swedish ex- 
plorer, and his two companions, 
Nils Strindberg and Knut Frankel, 
who in 15897 tried to fly over the 
North Pole in a balloon. 

| The pages are those of Andree's 
diary, part of which he wrapped 
in an old jersey and placed beneath 
his Arctic shirt mext to his body 
before he lay down to die on the 
ice on White Island in late 1897. 
Thus preserved they were found 
by Dr. Gunnar Horn and others of 
a Norwegian Arctic expedition last 
month with Andree’s remains and 
other relics of the balloon expedi- 
tion. 

Some phases of the disaster 
which overtook Andree and his twwo 
companions the pages do not make 
clear, but a full account is given 
of the balloon voyage, which 
ended within three days of 
the start and of the long trek back 
to White Island—known also as 
Hvitoven—where they made their 
last camp. 

Gas Bag Leaked From Start. 

The diary records the start of 
the balloon from Dane’s Island, 
Spitzbergen, on July 11, 1897, with 
favorable auspices for a successfu! 
flight over the North Pole toward 
land on the opposite hemisphere. 
where they hoped to come down 
safely, much as did the dirigible 
Norge nearly 30 years later. 

But almost from the start mis- 
fortune pursued them. The bal- 
loon’s gas bag leaked, and the ba!- 
loon and its appurtenances be- 
came weighed down with ice and 
hoar frost. It lost its buoyancy 
and at times bumped along the ice. 
At 7 p. m. on the third day out 
fire broke out in the basket 
of the balloon but was promptly 
extinguished. 

The diary records then: “The 
balloon again rose, but both valves 
were opened in preparation for «a 
landing. The next week, from 
July 14 to July 21, was spent en- 
camped on the ice while a sledge 
journey back toward land was or- 
ganized.” The explorers hoped te 
reach Franz Josef Land, now 
known as Fridtjof Nansen Land. 

On the afternoon of the twenty- 
second the party packed up their 
belongings and started over the ice. 
Their actual objective, however, 
is not apparent from the diary, 
which at this point is confined to 
the recounting of minor incidents. 

Previous entries show that wit 
weather, ice and hoar frost had 
weighted down the big gus bag. 
and that the gondola had been 
dragged along the ice many times 
during the latter part of the flight 
from Spitzbergen. 

The bumping against the rough 
surface of the ice completely ex- 
hausted the explorers. 

Their course was toward the lit. 
tie known region north of Fridtjof 
Nansen Land (then known 4a» 
Franz Josef Land).

Razing Egyptian Building . 
For Stte for Synagogue 


Congregation Shaare Emeth Abandons Plan 
for Remodeling Structure, a Relic of 
Founding of University City. 


What is, perhaps, the strangest 
structure in the St. Louis district— 
the Egyptian Building, 6900 Del- 
mar boulevard, University City—is 
being wrecked to make ioom for 
the new temple of the Jewish Con- 
gregation Shaare Emeth. The de- 
struction began last week and 
should be finished next month, 
when it is hoped to award a con- 
tract for the new synagogue. 

Thus passes a relic of the found- 
ing of University City by E. G. 
Lewis, publisher and dreamer of 
big dreams, whose enterprises got 
him into trouble, but whose em- 
bryo “town beautiful” of a genera- 
tion ago has become St. Louis’ big- 
gest residential suburb and the 
sixth city of Missouri. Lewis went 
to Beypt for authentic ideas for 
this huge building, which became 
exactly what he wanted it to be ex- 
ternally, a dominating mass in the 
nucleus of his plans. " 
Intended for Bank Building. 
But it did not fulfill its destiny 
otherwise. Lewis wanted it to 
house his People’s Bank. which was 
to do business by mail. It was used 
for a time for publication of Lewis’ 
Women’s National Daily. It was 
dedicated for the latter purpose on 
Nov. 10, 1906, by David R. Fran- 
cis, who had been Governor of Mis- 
sourt. 

Windowless, it was illuminated 
by skylights. The biggest press in 
the world, at that time, was in- 
stalled in the main room, which was 
36 feet high, to print what was in- 
tended to be the only daily paper 
for women, with a tremendous cir- 
culation. Twenty massive pillars 
lined this chamber. They were de- 
signed after units of the famous 
Temple of Karnak, Egypt, and em- 
bellished in typical Egyptian fash- 
ion, as were the walls. Frescoes of 
the Nile were on the walls. 

The building measured 200 by 84 
feet and stood on a 300 by 375-foot 
lot. Its exterior walls were unre- 
lieved masses of gray Georgia mar- 
ble, two inches thick. The extensive 
cornices were of copper, still worth 
a considerable amount. The frame 
was of concrete, which must be la- 
boriously broken to pieces. 

Building Was Long Idle. 

Over the entrance was placed 
the Egyptian winged globe . of 
eternity. Two obelisks and a row 


of sphinxes were to have been set 
up outside but this part of the 
dream was not realized. After a 
time, publication of the women's 
paper was suspended and the br'‘l4- 
ing became idle for long periods, 
broken a decade ago by use as a 
storage place and later as a mov- 
ing picture studio. 

The Lewis properties were sold 
at auction in 1912 and Lewis 
bought the Egyptian Building back 
for $44,500, it was announced, al- 
though it was said then to be 
worth $150,000. He declared he 
was paying for it out of the first 
dues of his American Women's 
Republic, and woman members of 
that short-lived organization wept 
and cheered at the news. Lewis 
said Eastern capitalists and pub- 
lishers had tried to outbid him. 

Last year, Congregation Shaare 
Emeth purchased the building and 
lot from the Jeannette Realty Co 
for $165,000, development of the 
neighborhood having enhanced the 
land value. It was thought pos- 
sible the Egyptian temple might be 
remodeled as a temple of worship, 
but this idea was abandoned. Erec- 
tion of the structure will require 
about a year. Plans are being 
drawn by Alfred Alschuler, Chica- 
go, who has built about 25 Ameri- 
can synagogues, but they will not 
be discloseq until the congregation 
approves them. 

Seeks to Fill $600,000 Fund. 

A campaign is being continued to 
complete a $600,000 fund to pay 
for the land and new building. 
The congregation has for sale che 
site of its former temple at Van- 
deventer avenue and Lindell 
boulevard, which is said to be 
worth about $125,000. In the 
meantime it is holding services Fri- 
day nights and Saturday mornings 
at Second Baptist Church, Kings- 
highway and Washington  boulc- 
vard, ang conducting other activi- 
ties at 4915 West Pine boulevard, 
the former residence of the Ger- 
man Consul. 

Lewis’ octagonal Magazine Build- 
ing, another unique structure, 
across the street from the Egyr- 
tian Building, was acquired recent- 
ly as the new City Hall of ,Uni- 
versity City.

In the 
meantime, Thompson is held on a 
first degree murder warrant issued 
by Lennon immediately after the 
inquest. 

* Zander, who was 52 years old, 
pleaded for his life after he had 
been knocked down by °° repeated 
blows from a blackjack, Andrew 
W. Brown, 4545 Emerson avenue, 
a witness to the shooting, testified 
before the Coroner’s jury. Brown 
was unable to identify the slayer, 
however, saying the man who fired 
the fatal shot had his back turned. 

Was Walking Past Shop. 

“IT had just walked past the bak- 
ery when the fight atarted,’’ Brown 
testified. “One of two men in 
front of the bakery had handed 
me a card urging the use of union 
label bread. I heard a disturbance 
and looked around to see a man in 
a brown suit and a derby hat 
(Zander) running across the 
street. 

“He was half turned around and 
appeared to be trying to ward off 
the blows of a man in a blue suit 
and a straw hat. The man in blue 
caught up with him and hit him 
several times with a black object 
like a billy. The hat of the man in 
brown was knocked off and final- 
ly he himself fell to the ground. 

“Then I heard a shot and heard 
him cry, ‘My, God; you’ve shot 
me.’ ”’ 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Len- 
non elicited the statement that 
Zander pleaded with his assailant 
to spare his life. After the shoot- 
ing, the witness said, 
ran back across the street toward 
Zander’s companion, John Graf, 
also an elderly man who was 
working as a union picket. 

“He hit him on the head with 
the same black object and knocked 
him on to a lawn,” Brown testi- 
fied. “The man who had been 
knocked down got up and ran and 
I heard another shot fired. At no 
time, however, did I see a Tre- 
volver.”

A Transportation Suggestion. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
A PROPOS letters iy this column by 


Mr. Baer and others recently, the 
subject of transportation is one that 
has given much concern, and not a great 
deal of progress has been made solving 
it. It seems to me that the railroads 
comprising the Terminal Association. 
could aid materially in its solution, par- 
ticularly now that an agreement has 
been made whereby they will use the 
Free Bridge. 

We have a two-track tunnel bisecting 
the heart of the business district of our 
city that will be used for just a few 
freight trains a day in the near future. 
Why is it not practicable to put this 
tunnel to work in transporting people 
from our outlying districts downtown 
quickly? We have the Missouri Pacific 
from Carondelet, the Missouri Pacific 
and Frisco from Valley Park, Kirkwood, 
Webster, etc.; the Rock Island from 
Clayton, and the Wabash from Delmar 
Station. It should be possible for 
a person to come from Delmar 
Station to the Federal building at Eighth 
and Olive in 15 minutes. ‘These trains 
could make Taylor avenue their last 
eastbound stop. A cutoff built at the 
entrance of Eads Bridge, continuing the 
track en to the elevated and thence 
around up Mill Greek Valley again would 
make a continuous loop. 

There are only two main conditions 
necessary that I can see; namely, the 
abolition of grade crossings and electri- 
fication of terminals, both of which are 
bound to come. The first one should be 
here right now. 

The C. & N. W. and I. C. in Chicago 
have catered to this sort of business for 
many years, and it has been highly 
profitable. I believe the railroads, 
if they would start this, would find it 
would grow to very large proportions 
and bring them back some revenue they 
have lost in the rural districts to the 
motor busses. 

It would not interfere with the trolley 
system. It would definitely give them 
all the short haul business which they 


should have, and, in addition, the cross- |. 


town bus and feeder lines to the rail- 
roads in the outlying districts. Many 
people would be willing to pay two fares 
if they could save an hour and a half 
a day in time. In any event it seems 
to me that our tunnel or subway which

A FUTILE GESTURE. ~ 
The Hawley-Smoot tariff act directed the President 
to appoint the members of the reorganized Tariff 
Commission within 90 days after it should take effect. 
Mr. Hoover was loud in his assurances that the com- 


provision, would spare us from the consequences of 
Grundyism. But he delayed until the eleventh hour 
before he announced the names of ‘five of the six 
members of the new board. The sixth appointee will 
be named later, due to the fact that the place has 
been refused by the one to whom it was offered. 
This circumstance confirms the frequent reports 
from Washington that the President has had con- 
siderable difficulty in persuading men of ability to 
take places on the commission. 

The commission will be headed by Henry P. Fletch- 
er, a favorite of the Pennsylvania high-tariff ma- 
chine, a man who is not technically qualified to pros- 
ecute the detailed economic inquiries which the 
commission has on its hands. A second member 
will be Dr. J. Lee Coulter, a North Dakota Repub 
lican who was chief economist of the former com- 
mission. Two commissioners have been reappointed. 
They are Alfred P. Dennis and Edgar B. Brossard. 
Dennis is a high-protection Democrat, a friend of Cal- 
vin Coolidge, who first appointed him to the com- 
mission. Brossard is a protege of Senator Reed 
Smoot of Utah, and is notoriously a representative 
of the sugar interests. When Mr. Coolidge sent Com- 
missioner Culbertson as United States Minister to 
Rumania, Brossard took his place. Mr. Culbertson’s 
estimate of his successor is revealed in a letter which 
he wrote to former Commissioner Costigan at that 
time. He said: 

It is not much of a compliment to me that 
Brossard is selected to fill my place. I didn’t 
suppose that Coolidge would do the thing so 
rawly if he did it at all. Evidently our suspi- 
cions were correct, and Brossard has been play- 
ing with the sugar lobby and now he has his 


reward. I can imagine the effect on the staff. 
They must feel that honesty is mot the best 
policy. 

The fifth member of the new commission is Thom- 
as W. Page, a noted economist, a Virginia Democrat 
who served as the commission’s chairman under Pres- 
ident Wilson. Dr. Page’s book, “Making the Tariff 
in the United States,” is the authoritative work in 
the field. His estimate of the task which now con- 
fronts him may best be expressed in his own words. 
He wrote: 

The proposal of a flexible tariff is an offense 

to sound principles of business and an insult to 
common sense. If the President should strictly 
apply this measure, it would be at the expense of 
serious complications in the whole industrial 
system. There can be nosafety in business plans 
when the payments which the Government will 
exact from business are unknown. Under a sys- 
tem of flexible rates, the paralyzing sense of in- 
security that attends a general revision is con- 
tinuous. Fiexible duties, instead of promoting 
stability, add another to the many uncertain- 
ties to which commerce and industry are exposed. 
Congress should repeal the provision because it 
is opposed to the public welfare and cannot be 
properly administered. 
And, if this were not enough, Mr. Coolidge, too, 
has come forward to dispel the illusion created by 
President Hoover that flexibility may be depended 
upon to undo the iniquities of the Grundy bill. Ina 
recent dispatch he wrote: 

A very bad tariff would be better than con- 

stant agitation, uncertainty, foreign animosity 
and change. Any prolonged investigation cover- 
ing many schedules, for the purpcse of rewriting 
the law, will do more harm than good. Many will 
be injured, while none will be satisfied, and the 
country will not be benéfited. 
The new Tariff Commission will work no miracles. 
If we may judge from past experience, it will recom- 
mend the reduction of one or two unimportant rates 
and the elevation of a dozen or more important ones. 
The evils of the Grundy measure will stay with us 
until another Congress erases the whole thing from 
the statute books.

CAUTION AND COURTESY ON THE ROAD. 

Although St. Louis has shown a praiseworthy de- 
crease in its number of auto fatalities—137 for the 
year closing in June, as against 181 for the same 
period ending in mid-year, 1929—statistics for the en- 
tire nation are far from encouraging. For the first 
six months of 1930 the American Motorists’ Associa- 
tion has compiled figures showing an increase of 9 
per cent over the death toll for the first half of 1929. 
Last year motor cars killed 33,000 persons in this 
country. With an increase of 9 per cent, automo- 
biles this year will take 35,970 lives. And the gain 
is likely to be greater than 9 per cent, since tabula. 
tions for the last four years show October, November 
and December to be the most prolific of motor deaths. 

If these thousands of fatalities occurred in a sin- 
gle great disaster or in an epidemic, the utmost re 
sources of society would be drafted to stop the slaugh- 
ter. Only a fraction of that number, 575 persons. 
lost their lives in the Iroquois Theater catastrophe of 
1903; yet to the subsequent public reaction we owe 
the fireproof, modernized theater of today. Efforts 
are being made in the direction of motor safety, it is 
true. These include the best mechanical devices for 
auto and highway that the inventors can produce, as 
well as road patrols, legislative measures and or- 
ganized campaigns in schools and among drivers. 

Yet the constant Upward curve in accidents shows 
that an important factor is lackihg in co-operation 
with these efforts—the human element. The grow- 

mass of traffic legislation is useless if drivers 
continue to evade it whenever possible. Stoplights 
and highway police are merely feeble straws before 
the unscrupulous driver who is in a hurry, 

If a little old-fashioned courtesy were to replace 
the rushing haste which seems to dominate most mo- 
torists today, the problem would be well on its way 
toward solution. Pedestrians would cease to cower at 
crossings before the autoist who habitually is half- 
way down the block when the light turns green. 
Fewer collisions on the roads would be recorded if 
the man behind were a little more patient with the

NATURAL: GAS IN ATLANTA. . 

St. Louis and Atlanta receive natural gas from 
the same field, the extensive reservoirs around Mon- 
roe and Richland, in Northern Louisiana.

435 miles and Atlanta 420 miles. , 

The same big holding company, United Gas Cor- 
poration, controls both pipe lines. 

Atlanta obtains natural gas for domestic consump- 
tion, but St. Louis has it only for industrial use. 
The 60,000 domestic customers in Atlanta are enjoy- 
ing a lower rate than the 185,000 customers in St. 
Louis pay. The natural gas comes to Atlanta homes 
at rates about 20 per cent lower than they paid for 
the manufactured product. 

In Atlanta the first thousand feet of natural gas 
costs $1.30. St. Louisans-pay $1.42 for the first thou- 
sand feet of manufactured gas, having only about 60 
per cent of the heat value of natural gas. But be- 
yond the first thousand feet the difference in price 
is more marked. Up to 5000 feet the St. Louis price 
is 95 cents a thousand, then 85 cents, but Atlanta 
pays 65 cents up to 17,000 feet, then 60 cents. 

A St. Louis consumer using 5000 feet of gas in a 
month pays $5.22. In Atlanta it costs $3.90.

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MR. HEARST AND TRUTH-TELLING. 

On his return from France, whence he was ex- 
pelled by the Government, Mr. Hearst has come to 
the sad conclusion that it is no longer possible to 
tell the truth in Europe. “If you tell the truth in 
France,” says the publisher, “you get shooed out of 
the country. If you tell the truth in Russia, you're 
lutky if you get out of the country. If you tell the 
truth in England, you’re apt to be sued for libel.” So 
Mr. Hearst is glad to be home, where truth-tellers 
such as he can indulge themselves to their hearts’ 
content. ‘ 

We are glad to see Mr. Hearst in the role of the 
man for whom Diogenes searched so long and so eag- 
erly. Particularly so since he has not always fitted 
into it. We have in mind, for example, the incident 
of the Mexican conspiracy. On Dec. 9, 1927, Hearst 
papers throughout the country published a story, ac- 
companied by facsimiles of alleged official docu- 
ments, purporting to show that the Mexican Govern- 
ment in 1926 ordered a total of $1,215,000 paid to 
four United States Senators for services rendered to 
Mexico and to “the proletariat of the world.” The 
Senators were not named, but it later developed they 
were Borah, Norris, La Follette and Heflin. 

Naturally, charges of such gravity were followed 
by an immediate and sweeping investigation, the 
upshot being that, on Jan. 4, 1928, Hearst admitted 
to the Senate investigating committee that the doc- 
uments he published were spurious. They were so 
proved by Hearst's own handwriting experts. Senator 
Norris accused Hearst of malice in printing them, 
but the least that could be said was that he had 
permitted himself to be duped by one of the most 
transparent frauds ever perpetrated on an American 
publisher. 

Which is not to say that Mr. Hearst did not render 
a@ great public service in exposing the secret naval 
alliance between France and England. To exclude 
him for it is only to emphasize the obligation to him 
which the world cheerfully acknowledges. Had his 
reputation in journalism been better France would 
not have dared move against him. 
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ANOTHER HARD NUT IS CRACKED. 

We point with great pride to the fact that a St. 
Louisan, Nelson R. Darragh, appears to have solved 
the aged and vexing problem of jury service. No 
longer need busy men shudder at the sight of a dep- 
uty with a jury summons. No longer need jurfsts 
urge the pu lic privilege and responsibility of jury 
service. 

Mr. Darragh, grand juryman, walked up the steps 
of muny courts building Thursday lugging a port- 
able radio set. Before any witnesses arrived the 
jurors listened in on the Cardinals’ game while the 
home boys piled up a three-run lead at Brooklyn. A 
brief interlude of routine hearings, and then an op- 
portunity to “see” the tense last innings by radio. 
The portable receiver remained in the jury room. 
Jurors mean to follow the Cardinals’ remaining 
games as they did on Thursday, and their term will 
be over in time for the world series. 

The inference is plain. Let juries be called only 
when the Cardinals are out of town and going strong. 
Let it be announced that the jury rooms have been 
equipped with radio, and that petit jurors not actual- 
ly in the box, and grand jurors not actually taking 
evidence, may listen in on the ball games. 
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LAME DUCKS. 

When the Senate convenes next December, at least 
five of its members will be lame ducks. They are 
Ransdell of Louisiana, Blease of South Carolina, 
Deneen of Illinois, Grundy of Pennsylvania and Sim- 
mons of North Carolina. All of these men have been 
repudiated by the voters, yet they will continue to 
draw salaries and perquisites and, what is more im- 
portant, to retain their legislative powers until March 
4 next, while their duly elected successors are forced 
to mark time. 

For years Senator Norris of Nebraska has sought to 
correct this anomalous condition by a constitutional 
amendment to advance the dates for the inauguration 
of the President and the convening of Congress, and 
to abolish the short session of Congress. On five se pa- 
rate occasions the Senate has approved the amend- 
ment. It passed the last time on June 7, 1930, by a 
}Vote of 64 to 9. In the Seventieth Congress the 
amendments passed the Senate and failed by only 
35 votes to pass the House, which has consistently 
blocked the reform. However, last April a substitute 
for the Norris amendment, slightly changing the 
dates, was reported by the House Committee on Elec 
tion of the President. 

There is no good argument against the changes 
proposed by Norris, and many good arguments for it. 
Our present system derives froin the pre-railroad era, 
when it took many weeks for election returns to be 
collected, assembled and verified in Washington, and 
when the new Congress had to be given plenty of 
time to travel by horseback, stage coach and boat to 
the capital. Nowadays, when election returns are 
flashed to all parts of the country by telegraph and 
radio, and when the remotest part of the nation is 
only a few days from Washingtou, there is ho ex- 
cuse for retention of the old system,

that the coming fall and winter may 
be, in an industrial sense, even worse than 
were the corresponding seasons of last year, 
have forced the issue of unemployment in- 
surance to the front of public discussion. 
There is no agreement, however, in the lead- 
ing labor circles-ag to what kind of uh- 
employment insurance is wanted and how 
it is to be provided. 

By and large, the discussion falls into 
two. lines. There are, on the one hand, 
those who would have an unemployment 
insurance system by law and under Fed- 
eral management, the funds obtained by 
compulsory contributions from employers 
and labor, with the state the third con- 
tributor. On the other hand, there is the 
proposition that labor and industry should 
jointly provide the necessary funds for un- 
employment insurance, to be governed by 
yoluntary agreement that may last as long 
as the parties to the agreement will be 
willing to continue it in force. 

A great many leaders of American trade 
unions have always resented political ac- 
tion along economic lines. The old Gom- 
persian fear of the state, steeped in Gom- 
pers’ own early syndicalist notions, still 
seems to prevail among these people.

On the other hand, the fact is that in 
but a few industries is labor sufficiently 
organized to compel a system of voluntary 
insurance. Hence, if we are to have wun- 
employment insurance, {it is to be done by 
the state, co-operating with labor and in- 
dustry. It is likewise clear that simultane- 
ously with pressure on the state for the 
introduction of unemployment insurance, 
efforts must be made in two directions: 
First, toward extending the economic power 
of the unions in existence, and, second, 
toward organizing labor for independent 
political activity. 

The fear of the state is @ prejudice which 
labor will do best to outlive as soon as pos- 
sible. The state is not to be trusted. but 
running away from it or closing one’s eyes 
to it is no escape; it is surrender. Labor 
wants to seek control of the state by in- 
creased representation in legislative assem- 
blies and administrative offices. Labor of- 
ficials have all too long played ball with 
the wrong political parties. anid have come 
close enough to politics, for once, not to 
fear the right kind of state and the 
right kind of politica. The fear that insur- 
ance by the state would kill the loyaities of 
trade union members to their organizations 
is likewise unfounded, except that the 
unions may have to do something for their 
members to justify the demand of joyalty. 
But there is nothing particularly offensive 
about that.

YOUTH IN HELL. | By Albert Bein. 

(Cape and Smtih.) 

A year of two ago a novel of the 
underworld, “Love in Chicago,” at- 
tracted wider notice than is usually 
accorded a new writer’s first ef- 
fort. Under the pen name of 
Charles Walt the author described 
a phase of criminal life he knew 
from personal experience. His sec- 
ond book is more frankly autobio- 
graphical, being a realistic confes- 
sion of his boyhood experience’ in 
a reform school. 

The book fully 
starting title. 

Though the school is not identi- 
fied other than as a 700-acre farm 
in a Southwestern state, a reader 
may guess the location for himself. 
Committed to this institution at the 
age of 15, the only Jewish boy 
among its several hundred white 
and black delinquents, the youth 
encountered conditions that aggra- 
vated rather than checked his crim- 
inal tendencies. There was no cod- 
dling of the inmates of this reform- 
atory, none of the experimental hu- 
manitarian methods that the advo- 
cates of the eye for an eye theory 
of justice so often lament. Nig- 
gardly appropriations by a short- 
sighted State Legislature limited 
the personnel, the few official ap- 
pointments falling to henchmen of 
the reigning political party. 

The warden, a kindly man per- 
sonally unable to ofntrol” condi- 
tions, held aloof, deadening his 
worries by drink, and to his under- 
lings left control of his helpless 
charges. A veritable hell-hole was 
the outcome. These overseers, a 
choice group of incompetents, 
strutted about, always armed with 
heavy straps as a ready means of 
enforcing discipline. Certain nights 
were set apart for special whip- 
pings when, in the presence of the 
whole school, unfortunate “mourn- 
ers” were made to hug a stool and 
subjected to a tormenting “leather 
pouring.” Betting on the boys’ 
powers of endurance enlivened 
these exhibitions. 

A far worse influence than even 
the promiscuous beatings was the 
use Of older boys as guards and 
monitors. Because of the inade- 
quate official force these older fel- 
lows in age up to 30 years and 
many of them serving time for se- 
rious social offenses, were granted 
unlimited authority over the help- 
less youngsters. The author more 
than suggests the evil consequences 
of this arrangement. 

Allowing every latitude for exag- 
eration, this book is a dreadful 
commentary on too prevalent meth- 
ods of treatment of the socially un- 
fit. Recent revolts in several state 
penitentiaries have attracted atten- 
tion to some of the appalling con- 
ditions imposed on the state's 
wards. This book appears to be 
the first authentic account of what 
the inmates of secondary penal in- 
stitutions endure. Anyone sincerely 
interested in social problems will 
find it well worth-reading.

THE HAGUE. Sept. 20.—The 
American-German Mixed Claims

Bonynge said the fire started 
from a shell in the process of 
fabrication and at the bench con- 
taining this missile stood a work- 
man who was new to the Kingsland 
plant, a Ruthene, Theodore Woz- 
niak, who disappeared after the 
disaster.

YALE REVIEW AWARD FOR 1930 
GIVEN TO ANDRE SIEGFRIED 


French Economist Won Prize with 
Articie “Will Europe Be 
Americanized.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 20. 


—The Yale Review announces in 
its issue today that Andre Sieg- 
fried, the noted French economist, 
has been given the Yale Review 
award of $2000 for his article en- 
titled, ‘““‘Will Europe Be American- 
ized?"’ which was published in the 
spring number. The article was 
selected by three judges, Elihu 
Root, formerly Secretary of State; 
Viscount Cecil of Chelwood and 
Dr. John H. Finley, editor of the 
New York Times. The award is 
offered annually for an_ article 
published in the Yale Review on 
national or international affairs. 
“The world’s evolution during 
the last 20 years has been marked 
by two opposite movements of pri- 
mary importance,” Siegfried said 
in his article. “The United States 
has developed a new method of 
production, the consequence of 
which is that an overwhelmingly 
powerful America now confronts 
Europe; and, by a spontaneous re- 
action, Europe is acquiring a new 
or renewed consciousness of its 
personality. As a result, this prob. 
lem has arisen: should the old con- 
tinent, in order to compete, 
Americanize its methods of pro- 
duction, or, in order to assert it- 
self and retain its traditional char- 
acteristics, should it resist Ameri- 
canization? For Europe and the 
world at large there is at present 
no problem of greater moment.”

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‘YOU CANNOT ENFORCE PROHIBITION’ | 


BY MAJ. MAURICE CAMPBELL, FORMER ADMINISTRATOR IN NEW YORK 


[Only 39 Prohibition Cases, 
Out of Thousands on Docket, 
Tried in New York in a Year 


United States District Attorney Permitted 
Trivial Fines on Pleas of Guilty, Even in 
the Case of a Big Brewery Which 
Violated the Law.

O matter how conscientious 

and efficient prohibition en- 

forcement agents are, how 
many raids and arrests they make, 
how much evidence they obtain, 
the dry law will not be enforced 
unless the United States attorneys 
prosecute vigorously. 

Charles H. Tuttle, United States 
Attorney in the southern district of 
New York, presides over the larg- 
est office of the sort in the coun- 
try; yet the lack of prosecution of 
prohibition cases in this district is 
without parallel in any part of the 
United States. 


Mr. Tuttle has 10 or 12 assist- 
ant United States Attorneys  as- 
signed to prohibition cases, and in 
his prohibition unit are at least 
50 employes. United States Attor- 
ney. Ameli in Brooklyn has not 
more than 10 such employes; in his 
district ‘are only half as many 
Federal Judges as in Mr. Tuttle's; 
yet Ameli’s actual jury trials in 
liquor cases are many times those 
of Tuttle's. 

In Tuttle’s district are: more 
Federal Judges and more Assistant 
United States Attorneys than in 
any district in the country, yet 
with all this machinery there were 
tried in the Federal courts of this 
district in 1929 only 39 prohibition 
cases. 


Police Provide Cases. 

Of these 39 trials, 22 were cases 
made by the police. During the 
Same year, 1929, my office filed 
with Mr. Tuttle for prosecution 
considerably more than 1000 cases, 
and the local police filed consider- 
ably more than that. 

In 1928 I found that no method 
had been set up whereby < could 
ascertain the disposition of the 
many cases in Mr. Tuttle’s office, 
so I decided to put a questionnaire 
to my entire personnel, About Oct. 
1, 1928, I asked each agent: 

“Since July 1, 1927, have you 
ever testified as a witness before 
a jury in any Federal court in the 
Southern District of New York?” 

The replies showed that out of 
the entire force, approximately 200 
men, only seven had been asked to 
testify in any criminal trial during 
the 15 months in which they had 
made 1860 cases. Three of these 
agents had testified in a_ single 
case, so the actugl trials during the 
15 months were practically four. 

The record shows that at present 
Mr. Tuttle’s office has on file about 
5000 untried prohibition cases, 
some Of which date back a number 
of years. Occasionally one of these 
older cases is brought to trial, but 
many of them have been dismissed 
because, in the long delay, the wit- 
nesses have been lost. In many 
instances the Government agents 
who made the case have left the 
service. 

Tuttle Is “Swamped.” 

Especially because of the fact 
that there is no State enforcement 
act, and all police cases are put 
into the Federal courts, Mr. Tuttle 
is well nigh swamped. I appreciate 
fully the difficulties of prosecuting 
prohibition cases in New York. Mr. 
Tuttle’s excuse to me for lack of 
prosecution was the insufficient 
number of Federal Judges: but 
since several additional Judges 
have been authorized and appoint- 
ed, it would apnear that this ex- 
cuse has been removed. 

The fact is that the difficulties 
are in no way comparable to the 
near paralysis that has engulfed 
the prohibition law as a criminal 
statute in this district. 

Virtually the entire energy of 
Mr. Tuttle’s office, in prohibition 
cases, is expended to obtain pleas 
of guilty from defendants on a 
compromise basis. Of course, all 
these compromise cases are put 
down as convictions. But a’ crimi- 
nal statute against profitable boot- 
legging certainly has little deter- 
rent effect when pleas of guilty are 
accepted on agreement that only 
small fines will be imposed. 

Mr. Tuttle has set up in his of- 
fice to prosecute prohibition cases 
a separate unit which is in charge 
of an assistant, Robert B. Watts, 
who has under him 10 or 12 other 
Assistant United States Attorneys 
handiMmg prohibition cases exclu- 
sively. In addition to this, there 
was, dpring my term, & small cleri- 
cal force supplied by the Depart- 
ment of Justice and an additional 
force of 22 persons consisting of 
attorneys and clerks furnished by 
the Prohibition Bureau and paid 
out of the appropriation allotted to 
the Prohibition Administrator. 

Checks Up to Men. 


These salaries of the prohibition, 


employes assigned to Mr. Tuttle's 
office aggregate about $35,000 a 
year. I know of no other United 
States Attorney's office where such 
a condition exists. 

In 1928 I tried to keep track of 
What these Prohibition Bureau em- 
ployes, my subordinates, were do- 
ing in Tuttle's office, I learned that 


trial. 


a Prohibition Bureau attorney. Mr. 
Taggart, had been assigned by Mr. 
Watts to review prohibition cases 
and make recommendation as to 
prosecution. I asked him to inform 
me just what recommendation he 
was making. 

“In cases in which some question 
of law might hold the matter up 
because of a dispute between the 
defegdant’s counsel and the Gov- 
ernment, and other weak cases,” 
Taggart reported by memorandum 
Oct. 31, 1928, “I am writing to the 
defendants requesting them to ap- 
pear in my office and at the time 
they appear I tell them they had 
better pay a fine and plead guilty.” 

In a case of a defendant charged 
with transporting 21 and one-half 
barrels of beer, I find that Mr. 
Taggart recommended as follows: 


“In response to my letter, Attor- 
ney Schriber appeared in this office 
and he has agreed to plead the de- 
fendant guilty if a $26 fine is rec- 
ommended, provided no action is 
taken against the vehicle.” 


His Authority Checked. 


If this sort of farce were to be 
conducted, it was clearly in the 
province of the prosecutor and not 
of the Prohibition Bureau. I pro- 
tested -to Tuttle against Taggart’s 
being used for such- work. Sub- 
sequently I was instructed by the 
commissioner of prohibition that 
in future I would have no juris- 
diction over the prohibition bu- 
reau employes in Tuttle’s office. 
So, though their salaries came out 
of my budget, I was not permitted 
to know what they were doing or 
why they were needed in the Unit- 
ed States Attorney’s office. 


For a long time it was the cus- 
tém in the southern district to hold 
“bargain days” for prohibition of- 
fenders on Mondays of each week, 
when defendants were invited to 
plead guilty with a predetermined 
fine of $10. I have never seen a 
Magistrate’s or Police Courts any- 
thing to equal the disgraceful ex- 
hibition this procedure created in 
the Federal Courts. 


On one of these “bargain days” 
I happened to be in the courtroom 
and the Federal Judge then sitting 
motioned for me to come up to 
his bench, and I sat there an hour 
or so while the exhibition was on. 
He told me he had refused to sit 
on this particular day unless it 
were agreed that the fine should 
be raised to $25. 

“Anyway,” he said, “if I were 
one of these defendants I would 
never plead guilty, because if they 
do not plead guilty they will be 
held for trial and there will never 
be any trial, so their case will be 
forgotter.” 


Recognized Old Faces. 


This Federal Judge also told me 
that it had been his experience that 
the Assistant United States Attor- 
ney never made any attempt to 
bring to the notice of the Court 
the fact that any defendant was a 
second or third offender, and he 
added: 

“T am sure I recognized some of 
the faces as individuals who have 
been here before.” 


This was not the only Federal 
Judge who expressed himself as 
disgusted with these bargain days/ 
and, in consequence, they were 
finally discontinued, 


The only merit of this procedure 
was that it permitted the United 
States Attorney to. count each 
pleading and fine imposed as a 
conviction and, in consequence, his 
percéntage of convictions and 
amount of money collected in fines 
made him appear in his reports to 
the Department of Justice as one 
of the most vigorous and efficient 
prosecutors in the United States. 

When the bargain days were dis- 
continued Mr. Tuttle adopted the 
procedure of filing an information 
against offenders, but this only re- 
sulted in congesting the calendar 
because few cases were brought to 
The calendars are repeated- 
ly read in court in the hope that 
some ofthe offenders will come 
forward and plead guilty. 

When I complained about com- 
promise pleas to Mr. Tuttle he al- 
ways defended himself by saying 
that he could not prevent anybody 
from pleading guilty. This unques- 
tionably is a fact, but it has noth- 
ing to do with the plea of gullty 
entered because of a previous ar- 
rangement that a modest fine 
would be imposed and no jafl sen- 
tence would be recommended. 

A case vivid in memory is that 
of the Woodin garage, an illegal 
cold water brewery in the Bronx, 
one of the largest I have ever seen, 
costing probably $100,000 to in- 
stall. The agents had made a 
beautiful case against this major 
violation, but the case dragged on 
for considerably more than a year, 
although I repeatedly requested 
prosecution, . Finally, in the fall of 
1929, the investigators were 
fied to appear in court to A

ceedings against the property? It 
developed that, without any notifi- 
cation to my office, the Woodin 
garage case had been compro- 
mised some six months previously 
with pleas of guilty by the defend- 
ants, including the proprietors and 
three of the principals had been 
fined. Two paid $100 and the oth- 
er $25. 

In the case of Max Himmel et 
al, nine or 10 defendants were 
charged with conspiracy in the 
traffic of liquor in large quantities. 
Assistant United States Attorney U. 
S. Grant handled the case, and one 
day I heard that the defendants 
were going to plead guilty; so I 
went to court to hear the sen- 
tencing. : 

Mr. Cashin, defense attorney, 
made a plea for leniency, extolling 
the virtues of the defendants, say- 
ing they should not be severely 
punished for violation of a law 
which was disregarded by nearly 
every citizen in New York. 

Mr. Grant stood by silently while 
the defense attorney expiated on 
the white reputations of the de- 
The sentence was the 
imposition of some modest fines. 

I could cite innumerable § im- 
portant cases that have never been 
brought to trial. At Mr. Tuttle's 
suggestion, I once furnished him 
a list of 60 cases involving major 
violations that were pending and 
had been pending for a year or 
more in the office. 

5000 Cases Now Pending. 

The calendar congestion became 
so great after the abolition of the 
“bargain days’’ that it soon became 
apparent something would have to 
be done to relieve the situation. In 
this extremity the United 
Commissioner—who are compar- 
able to police court magistrates 
wére called ppon to use their dis- 
cretion and dismiss many prohibi- 
tion cases, particularly those made 
by the pelice. This procedure was 
put into effect last fall, and the 
records of the hearings before 
Commissionefs Cotter and O'Neill 
are interesting. Sept. 17, 19239, 
there were 79 cases dismissed out 
of 141 heard: Sept. 25, 64 dis- 
missed out of 115 cases; Oct. 1, 61 
out of 106 cases dismissed; Oct. 4, 
82 out of 151 cases dismissed; Oct. 
16, 41 cases out of 75 dismissed; 
Oct. 17, 33 dismissed out of 53; 
Oct. 22, 62 cases dismissed ‘out of 
104. 

Evidently it was decided that 
continuance of this procedure 
would be subject to severe critl- 
cism, for shortly thereafter it was 
discontinued and the filing of in- 
formation again was substituted. 
Immediately the calendar began to 
climb, until now there are 56000 
prohibition. cases pending. 

The only time while I was ad- 
ministrator In New York that I! 
ever recejved what I consider ade- 
quate prosecution was in the cases 
of the night clubs raided in June, 
1928, when Mrs. Willebrandt de- 
tailed three assistants from Wash-

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—Felony 
indictments voted by the extraor- 


dinary grand jury yesterday against 
former Magistrate George F. 
Ewald, his wife, Bertha F. Ewald; 
Martin J. Healy, Tammany leader 
of the Nineteenth Assembly Dis- 
trict, and Thomas T. Tommaney, 
charge Ewald and his wife in three 
counts with purchasing him an 
appointment to the magistrates’ 
bench for $10,000. 

Ewald and his wife pleaded not 
guilty when arraigned before Su- 
preme Court Justice McCook and 
were released in $2500 bail each. 

The nature of the separate in- 
dictment against Healy and Tom- 
maney was not made public be- 
cause they could not be found in 
time for arraignment. It is un- 
derstood, however, that they are 
charged with asking and accept- 
ing the $10,000 for obtaining 
Ewald’s appointment, April 30, 
1927, by Mayor Walker. They will 
be arraigned Monday. 

Both indictments are based on 
section 775 of the State penal code. 
The crimes charged are punishable 
by two years in prison and $3000 
fine for each count. 

Counts Against the Ewalds. 
The Ewalds are charged with: 

Requesting of Healy the ap- 
pointment of Ewald as a city 
magistrate with the understand- 
ing and the subsequent payment 
of $10,000 to Healy. 

Making payment of “valuable 
consideration,” namely, $10,000, 
to Healy in consideration of and 
on condition that Ewald receive 
the appointment. 

Ewald is charged with accept- 
ing the appointment upon pay- 
ment of $10,000 to Healy. His 
wife is named in this count as 
a principal in that Ewald ac- 
cepted the appointment “with the 
direct and indirect counsels, 
commands and inducements” of 
his wife and that she “aided and 
abetted” in the payment of the 
$10,000 to Healy. 

The extraordinary grand jury re- 
turned the indictment yesterday 
afternoon, only four days having 
been spent in questioning wit- 
nesses. It adjourned until Wednes- 
day because of the Jewish holidays. 
When it reconvenes it will first 
take up other aspects of the Ewald 
case. These include the charges 
against Healy brought by former 
City Marshal Jacob Cash and the 
accusation that Healy while a pub- 
lic official, was on the payroll of 
the American Book Co. to promote 
the sale of its books to the public 
schools.

BENJAMIN J. KLENE, 
FORMER JUDGE, DIES 


Suddenly Stricken in Office, 
Dies of Cerebral Hemorrhage 
—72 Years Old. 


Benjamin J. Klene, former Circuit 
Judge, who became suddenly ill 
yesterday afternoon at his law of- 
fice in the Wainwright Building, 
and was taken to his home, 5804 
Pershing avenue, died there at 
8:30 o'clock last night from cere- 
bral hemorrhage, following a sec- 
ond attack. He was 72 years old. 
Mr. Klene was educated at 
Washington University and began 
the practice of law in 1886. He 
was elected to the State Senate, 
where he served one term, in 1894, 
and was appointed Judge of the 
Court of Criminal Correction by 
Gov. Hadley in 1909. In 1916,he 
was elected to the Circuit bench, 
Serving one six-year term. He 
sought renomination, but failed, 
having alienated one wing of the 
Republican party by constant op- 
position to political ring tactics in 
the courts. 

On the bench Judge Klene had 
a reputation for straightforward 
administration of his t-ust, and as 
a candidate for renomination had 
the indorsement of attorneys high 
in the profession in a poll conduct- 
ed by the Bar Association. 

He was born at Sparta, Ill., and 
Came to St. Louis as a youth. The 
widow, Mrs. Annie M, 
four sons, Leonard W., Wilbur M., 
Benjamin C. and Homer G. Klene, 
survive.

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Er-Safety Director of Canton, 
O., Convicted of Dry Law 
Conspiracy. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 20.— 
Edward E. Curtis, former safety 
director at Canton, O., today faces 
a two-year term in the Atlanta 
Penitentiary for his part in an al- 
leged vice and liquor protection 
organization. 

Curtis, .the first to face trial in 
the Government's campaign 
against the “Jungle,” Canton’s un- 
derworld district, was convicted 
late yesterday of conspiracy to vio- 
late the prohibition laws and of 
aiding and abetting in the mainte- 
nance of a nuisance. 

The former Safety Director, who 
held office while his brother, C. 
Cc. Curtis, was Mayor, was charged 
with having? accepted thousands of 
dollars from bootleg and vice op- 
erators. He was indicted with 
five others as the result of a De- 
partment of Justice investigation. 
Former Councilman, Arthur B. 
Drukenbrod, who was to have 
been tried with Curtis, pleaded 
guilty and was one of the Govern- 
ment’s chief witnesses. Ellis Dar- 
any, former Police Sergeant, will 
go on trial next Tuesday. 

Curtis was convicted on the tes- 
timony of Drukenbrod and Earl 
Stroup, speakeasy and vice opera- 
tor. Stroup, now serving a sen- 
tence in the State Penitentiary for 
manslaughter, told of paying $200 
weekly to Drukenbrod for protec- 
tion, and of transferring his pay- 
ments to Curtis because he thought 
he would get better results. 

Closing the case for the Govern- 
ment. United States Attorney Wil- 
fred J. Mahon said that “some 
light now and then penetrates the 
recesses of the Jungle, enabling us 
to strike at influences far deeper 
and more sinister than the guilt or
